The Era Fact-Giving 

The two world wars stimulated the medi- 
cal sciences. Education, too, was prodded into looking 
itself see the part played building healthy 
boys and girls, sound men and women. After the first 
world war was that our people did not know 
enough health facts. proceeded immediately 
develop programs ‘‘fact-giving.’’ Schools introduced 
health which teachers, nurses and often 
physicians gave ‘‘talks’’ boys and girls; health and 
civie organizations distributed health pamphlets, gave 
speeches and sought every means available them 
that was desired. Every trick the trade make 
information palatable was used. 

the early 1920’s Cho-Cho, the health clown, was 
followed through the streets eastern cities 
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thousands boys and girls. Fathers and mothers, after 
supper, recorded the daily health practices their 
offspring huge chart—which usually hung 
kitchen wall. One national health education program 
made possible for child, achieved high score 
his health-behavior chart, advance from the lowly 
estate feudal serf the glory being knight 
King Arthur’s Round Table. And the growing 
number health departments, nurses were urged 
teachers families well render health serv- 
ices. those days teaching was synonymous with 

the 1930’s and early 1940’s the use new mass 
educational media helped the job 
The radio opened the possibility ‘‘selling’’ health 
every home. New printing techniques made 
one look twice before folding away for future reference 
the colorful wheel the reluctantly 
putting the waste-paper basket the comic strip book- 
lets venereal disease. the credit public 
health workers, voluntary health agencies, and the 
medical and dental societies that they used each 
giving’’ about health. 


Techniques Are Changing 


the present time agencies have large store 
techniques and materials with which ‘‘sell’’ health. 
few the earlier techniques have disappeared, such 
the movies and the great glass bottles 
exhibiting the horrible distortions bodily organs 
that disease malformation can cause. Gone, too, 
Cho-Cho, the clown, and the artificial rewards which 
even the most conscientious parents could not con- 
tinue give more than few months. And the 
schools, teachers are giving children the opportunity 
eat carrots rather than dress like and 
sing songs about carrots. 

All these efforts directed toward 
have brought results. But what measurable degree, 
what financial cost? have research health 
education that answers these questions. People are 
better informed about health and more people are 
taking action that knowledge. This know. But 
likewise have evidence that, for many people, 
knowing the facts not sufficient motivate them 
change their ways living. 

Even before the research studies were made which 
report you, health workers had found that 
controlled situations which was known that 
every individual had received repeated information 
regarding action taken for the benefit them- 
selves their children, these benefits secured 
financial cost themselves, there remained residue 
persons who did not take the desired action. These

know that the fact-giving techniques work with 
some people; that they have effect others, 
have not known until recently the reasons basie 
either the positive negative reactions. 
however, are beginning get glimmerings 
reasons. Our insights come from varied 
rich resource developed directly from the 
genius the great social psychologist, Kurt 
second source found the work cultural anthro. 
pologists the third from the research findings 
lated the needs our government during the war 
understand the behavior our soldiers, and 
own behavior civilians. Brilliant contributions, too, 
have come from the studies the attitudes the 
German populace after the war and the behavior and 
attitudes Japanese detention camps. 

Not all these studies can reported here. have 
chosen only few that have direct bearing the 
poses the prevention prematurity. 

believe that addition the ‘‘shot-gun” 
approach broadeasting information through the 
media mass communication there are additional ways 
pin-pointing the educational methods use that 
information will have significance for the persons 
ceiving it; are willing give the same weight 
evidences from research the social sciences that 
are willing give research findings medical 
sciences; are ingenious enough think new 
ways involve people tackling difficult problem 
such prematurity; are courageous enough 
evaluate the purposes and techniques education 
are now following our agencies, offices and 
fessional associations—it that thes 
studies have bearing changing the attitudes and 
practices related preventing prematurity. 

The first findings reported come from the 
Warner studies class stratification the United 
States. The next reported are the results 
studies the War-Bond educational program. 
ing these will come review the now classical exper 
ments the use group approval change eating 
habits. Finally will draw experiences 
few practitioners public health underdeveloped 
regions the world. 


Studies Class Stratification 


Let look first the studies which bring fae 
face with facts distasteful the United States 
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The studies class stratification give data 
contradict challenge one the most firmly 
imbedded values have derived from our puritan 
pioneer ancestry—namely that equality. Be- 
this conflict has not been easy transfer the 
fndings the class studies into action programs 
education. 

The studies Warner, Davis, Lynd and others 
that have society made rather 
well defined classes. need not concerned with 
the arguments among the social scientists 
methods used gathering the data, the various 
exist any one community. All agree the existence 
class structure. They agree, too, that: (1) each 
dass has different values which believes and pre- 
and each has different attitudes toward educa- 
(2) each tends reject people who are 
another class, and (3) each has different ways 
managing their own lives. The class system this 
Country not like that European countries. 
our own. characterized mobility, the 
opportunity move from class class, though this 
more difficult do. These general findings 
are being supported studies. For example, 
has pointed out that our teachers come from 
middle levels and this fact alone makes difficult 
for them understand help the thousands 
children they teach who not come from the middle 
ing interpret his data. 

Thus attacking the problem this 
the prevention prematurity—should not stop, 
look, and think before make misleading assumptions 
regarding the meaning itself the in- 
dividual; the beliefs about, and values inherent 
pregnancy status and management.

these changes are not valued behaviors the group 
which determines the standards behavior. 

The difficulties changing practices and attitudes 
are not the result the mere existence classes. The 
exist within our larger framework 
American life each class has its own cultural differ- 
which means, its own, characteristic ways 
thinking and behaving that have become common and 
standardized ways thinking and behaving. 


points out that these differ- 
ences between social classes are found table manners, 
attitudes toward property and education, 
leisure time interests, and many other things, im- 
portant and unimportant.’’ the belief most 
middle class people that what they believe the com- 
mon belief all right minded, intelligent people. This 
belief makes many our efforts astray. 

Interestingly enough, our classes are not entirely 
by-product status. Oftentimes 
members the top class have less income than the 
class below them. Nor will alone dis- 
tinguish classes. Physicians and teachers are often 
found different classes three steps apart. This 
easy understand Warner’s definition 
class being composed people who feel com- 
fortable with one another and show this the kinds 
people they visit, the clubs they join, and kind 
awareness that they are subordinate superior 
some other group. 

The class-stratification studies open for the 
problems education any field. not have, 
far know, research which shows the kinds 
practices, attitudes and values held regarding pre- 
maturity and the relationship these class structure. 
Nor these studies indicate how can more 
effective teaching any the health areas. Fortu- 
nately, however, other researches give light the how 
persuading people change old habits acquire 
new habits. 


Behavior Hard Change 


The first impression after digesting the studies 
how change established practices that very 
task change any kind behavior. There 
are quick ways bring about changes that will 
endure. Even the advertisers are sadly reporting this 
true. They know that fact-giving the best 
media unwilling learners does not convert them into 
they know, too, that the willing learners will 
need have the product sold them not nine months 
the year, but twelve months. Many people don’t 
appear stay sold after the most brilliant cam- 
paigns. 


War Bond Studies 


During the war research branch the Department 
Agriculture studies for the United States 
Treasury The immediate aims were 
obtain findings which would guide policy-making 
prevent inflation through the sale Savings Bonds. 
The undertaking employed great variety research 
techniques and the findings were many. 

educators are interested the data bearing 
the following questions. What methods were effective 
promoting the sale bonds? What changes 
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attitudes did the high-powered campaign induce 
the population? What principles how people learn 
were derived from the studies? 

one two-month period during the Second War 
Loan was estimated that more than $12,000,000 
worth measurable advertising, using all mass media, 
bombarded the American public. One study made 
the the campaign showed that only 
the adult population could recognize the 
name the drive and percent those having 
income had bought bonds result the drive. 

the Seventh War Loan $42,000,000 worth 
measurable advertising was used. Ninety-four percent 
the adult population now recognized the name 
the drive and percent bought bonds. begin 
see that even the most efficiently conducted campaigns 
not produce major effects upon mass behavior 
cheaply without considerable effort. 

these studies there are other findings important 
planning programs for educating the 
sample survey was made Baltimore, Maryland, 
learn how many people had read pamphlet about 
bonds, the pamphlet having been placed the mail- 
box every household. Eighty-three percent the 
people interviewed did not remember having seen it. 
One third the remembering that they 
had received could recognize only the cover; thus 
about percent the adult population had read any 
part the pamphlet. Reasons given people for 
throwing the pamphlet away indicated that spite 
the sensitization the bond drive radio, press 
and announcements many kinds, they thought 
the pamphlet was commercial advertising material, 
that was children’s publication and gave their 
children read. other words the pamphlet was 
rejected before was ever read because its general 
characteristics called forth reactions associated with 
past like experiences. 

another study Bridgeport, Connecticut, the 
use motion picture heighten the war effort 
through citizen participation was tested. Tickets 
the movie had been widely distributed throughout the 
population planned pattern. During 
the week five percent the adult population came 
the movie. This might have been regarded highly 
but who were the people who came? 
follow-up study showed that the people attending 
were those whose behavior supporting the war effort 
was already closest that encouraged the movie. 
They came disproportionately from the upper income 
levels the population. The specially planned movie 
had not reached the people for whom was intended. 

One theoretical conclusion was drawn from this 
experiment with motion pictures which gives ex- 
planation for the unsatisfactory results often obtained 


from the ‘‘meetings’’ arrange our 
venereal disease and tuberculosis education, 


conclusion that most people tend protect 
selves from situations which may produce 
changes their beliefs and attitudes. All are apt 
choose our friends, newspapers, magazines, and thy 
places this basis. don’t venture 
enemy territory, knowingly. 

practical application the Bridgeport study 
this: our objective reach people through 
information medium, such the movie, must 
channeled through groups which people belong 
through entertainment channels such the 
theater the county fair. 

Another study this series gives answer the 
question posed earlier, effective 
campaign changing peoples 

The government, throughout period months 
made direct efforts help people understand the 
major objectives behind the war bond program. After 
each six war bond drives sample the population 
was asked: ‘‘Why you think the government 
anxious get people buy 

The answers, when grouped definite categories, 
showed that exactly the same percentages were found 
the two major categories after the seventh drive 
after the second drive which had taken place months 
previously. This stability was maintained the face 
the bombarding techniques fact giving. 
appeared have kept, until the very last, the reasons 
developed early the war for buying bonds. 

Some final interest from the bond 
studies are the following: Increases the buying 
bonds came about when the appeals became 
Thus there was shift from the very generalized 
gan ‘‘Buy War telling the amount 
purchased, the time for buying and place buy. 
occurred, too, when personal solicitation 
followed the sensitization the publie through mas 
programs was that the person was asked make 
decision buy the time the interview. 

The study all the data analyzed the 
same conclusion was reached: people who were per 
sonally asked buy were always found more likely 
buy—in every drive, every bracket, 
oceupational group, every section the Country.” 

might indeed discouraged and dismayed 
the difficulties offered inducing changed behavior 
stopped here. now realize that our stratified- 
class society poses real problems for the educator. 
not have public educate but many groups within 
that public, each holding fast its beliefs and values; 
each avoiding contact with any information 
that would disturb those beliefs and values. 
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that mass media effective are costly and are 
expenditure time and energy. Mass 
media may induce action people already receptive 
take action, but there evidence show that, 
other methods education, mass 
media will change people’s attitudes their under- 
standings. 

What course open use? Fortunately, from the 
researches started Kurt Lewin and carried 
others, and from the programs health 
working with primitive peoples, now have 
few positive directions. 


Studies Group Learning 


Let first look some the experimental studies 
ingroup learning. These studies are familiar many 
you. Seeing them, however, the context this 
evolution methods which briefly 
reviewing, and evaluating them for their usefulness 
preventing prematurity—may give them additional 
meanings. 

Fully cognizant the wastefulness earlier educa- 
tional methods used attempting change the atti- 
tudes and practices people, Kurt Lewin asked 
himself, effect, question like this. 

group sets its own standards behavior and 
rejects fact-giving from outsiders, possible 
for group develop new standard for itself and 
then take action based directions originating 
from the group 

set out test this hypothesis. 


1943 reported the first experiment. was 
entitled ‘‘Group Decision and Request Means 
Changing Food The experiment was con- 
with increasing the consumption whole wheat 
bread. dormitories for men students the Uni- 
versity Iowa were involved. Four pairs dormi- 
tories were matched similar percentages 
consumption whole wheat bread before the experi- 
ment started. One dormitory each pair was given 
request its use whole wheat 
bread. The other dormitory each pair the 
problem, and made group, regarding 
the change. Individuals the second series dormi- 
tories made more changes their eating habits. The 
conform the new group standard was 
effective for many men their personal 
However, when the group decision was based 
too small majority, there was reaction which 
made the changing even less favorable than 
the request change the other paired dormitory. 
Evidently bare majority not group decision. 

second experiment involved procedures more akin 


and group discussion leader worked together two 
different settings help women introduce new dishes 
kidneys, brains and hearts the family table. There 
were six paired groups. one series the paired 
groups the nutritionist gave lecture the women. 
the other series, consultant, she gave technical 
information the group only when was appropriate. 
The latter groups freely discussed their aversions and 
their problems relation these new foods. The dis- 
cussion groups finally came decision try out the 
foods. Whereas the women hearing the 
lectures subsequently served the foods their families, 
the women the discussion-decision 
groups did so. Since these were artificially constructed 
groups paired bases level, one wonders 
the induced changes eating habits might not have 
been even more decisive the groups had been natural 
groupings people whose lives were interwoven. 
the Harwood Manufacturing Company gives another 
answer how induce change. French found that 
resistance changing workers within the plant from 
one operation another was reduced materially when 
participation representatives the workers the 
planning for such changes was made possible. 


Principles Regarding Change 


Out these and many other studies now have two 
positive regarding ways changing atti- 
tudes and practices; (1) participation the group 
planning for change reduces aggression and nega- 
tivism. another writer has put it, ‘‘That which one 
has helped plan not easily put aside.’’ (2) The 
use group leading decision-making, 
enables individuals within the group new 
ideas since these ideas have group sanction behind 
them. 


The group method gives those 
who work health agencies one important 
Evidently there likelihood our pearls 
wisdom being more effective when serve con- 
sultants groups that have found problem and are 
working it—than when give them one our 
best prepared lectures. 


Practitioners Educational Techniques 


Let turn now some practitioners the field 
health. What can learn from them? 


Hydrick 

There one man who, mind, stands out over 
all others. This man was and still one the workers 
the Rockefeller Foundation staff. His name Dr. 
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out over his name entitled ‘‘Intensive Rural Hygiene 
Work and Public Health the Public 
Health Service Netherlands India.’’ Only few 
read fewer took action it. But this book Doctor 
Hydrick presented the story how, through patient 
trial and error efforts, developed principles teach- 
ing health the Japanese people—principles many 
which are now confirmed research. 

not possible today sketch even briefly the 
fundamentals changing peoples practices and atti- 
tudes that Hydrick discovered for himself. The book 
must studied leisurely appreciate fully the signi- 
ficance his contributions. writes his experi- 
ences and judgments administering and field 
services many kinds; his use educational 
media; his problems and frustrations trying 
get mothers seek prenatal care and men build 
latrines. But the course his work Doctor Hydrick 
discovered very important fact. learned that 
people who are one social class not accept easily 
the teaching given them person from higher 
social class. (This what Allison Davis has pointed 
out the case teacher-student relationships. 

Let quote from Hydrick. Later will give state- 
ment principle underlying educational method 
which appeared recent issue the journal, Human 
Relations. derives his principle from observa- 
tions the from controlled labo- 
ratory research. They reach the same conclusion. 

Hydrick writes: 1924, when the general survey 
was begun, intensive health education was carried out 
for very short time few villages study the 
reaction the people and secure their cooperation 
during the survey. For this purpose, hospital trained 
nurses were used for the educational work. was 
thought that time that the hospital trained nurse 
would the proper person for this work and that 
his training regard diseases would form good 
basis for further training hygiene. 

trained nurses, however, were disappointing. 
They were unable unwilling learn the proper 
technique the house-visit and remained far-too- 
high level for the work. The people felt once that 
the nurse was much higher rank and the nurse was 
unwilling speak simple language. Also the 
house-visit took too much the form lecture the 
people instead visit with general 

Out observations like these came the idea se- 
lecting and training few village ‘‘mantri’’ who could 
then work with their own people within well-defined 
edueational program. Doctor Hydrick, now Director 
Medical and Health Services Tea, Peru, 
his efforts (which still regards 
experimental) learn how best can teach people 
new health behaviors.
